Fines of $50 and costs for violation 
of the cocaine ordinance were imposed 
by the recorder yesterday morning 
against three druggists-——-D*. J. 
Coursey, of the Whitaker-Coursey

A. R. Munn, clerk for the same com- 
pany, and Dr. A. C. Wessell, 
son & Wessell, 28 Marietta street. 

Dr. J. H. King, a practicing physi- 
cian, was held for the state court in 
two cases for violating the state law 
regulating the sale of cecaine and 
other narcotic drugs. 

Dr. King had given prescriptions for 
cocaine, and the three druggists named 
above had filled them without comply- 
ing with the city ordinance. 

Dr. King contended that he had given 
the prescriptions for treatment of the 
cocaine habit, and had not violated 
the state law. 


The three druggists admitted 


ing the cocaine, but pleaded ignorance | 


of the city ordinance. They had failed 
to put up the cocaine as required by 
ordinance.

Bec. 2. It shall be the duty of the person. 
firm or corporation who shal! sell or give 
cocaine or any preparation containing co- 
eaine, as stated in section 1 above, to mark 
the bottle or package with a scarlet lahel 
with the word ‘‘cocaine’’ in white letters, and 
the package cr bottle shall be wrapped in a 
scarlet paper or envelope before being so 
furnished. The person so selling or giving 
cocaine or any preparation containing cocaine 
as aforesaid, shall preserve such certificate 
or prescription thus received, first endorsing 
thereon the date it is filled. He ghall also 
record in a separate book. in which no other 
entries shall be made. and which book shal! 
at all times be open to the inspection of the 
police officers on demand, the date any co- 
eaine is sold, to whom sold, the amount sold 
and the physician tssuing the prescription 
therefor. Said druggist s'.all wherever call- 
‘ed upon by the city board of! healtn. but at 
least once every three (8) months file’ with 
the said board of heaith, on blanks to be 
furnished by the said board, a transcript of 
said poison book relating to the sale of said 
cocaine, and said report shall be kept on file 
in the office of said board. 

Tt shall be unlawful for any perso?®, 
firm or corporation to open or maintain any 
recin, house or place of any description for 
the ‘‘whiffing,’’ ‘‘snuffing.’’ or taking ffm any 
ferm cocaine or any preparation containing 
cocaine, or for any persun to frequent or be-

, or imprisoned not exceeding thirty days, 
ene or both penalties, to be inflicted in the 
fiecretion of the recorder.

TRIAL OF JOHN R. WALSH 


Cross-Examination of Accountant 
Develops Evidence Favorable 
to the Banker. 

Chicago, November 20.—Evidence to 
show that bonds of the Walsh railroads 
were eold to various purchasers at prac- 
‘tically the figures at which they were 
accepted by the Chicago National Bank 
as collateral for notes, was brought out, 
in the cross-examination of National 
Bank Examiner Moxey, in the Walsh 
trial this afternoon. Ten sales aggre- 
gating $522,000 were gone over and iden- 
‘tified by Gate and amount. It wag fur- 
ther indicated by the testimony that 
the memorandum notes upon which the 
were drawn from the bank’g' vaults by 
Walsh were paid upon maturity. 

The direct examination of Mr. Moxey 
was finished early thig afternoon after 
he had testified to entries purporting 
to show the withdrawal by Walsh of 
$650.000 in a simele day in January, 
1905, and that notes bearing various 
signatures amounting to $644,000 had 
been discoumted on that day. 

Moxey’s testimony seemingly showed 
that during the month of January 
Walsh drew out of the bank $065,000 
}and thait a comresponding amount ig in- 
volved in notes or the sale of bonids of 
his other enterprises. All of the memor- 
andum's and notes testified to on the 
direct examination were gone over and 
the records Of sales of the bonds willl be 
taken up tomorrow where it mwas left 
off at the adjournment today. .

The main contention throughout the 
proceedings so far haw ween that, pol- 
itics has been injected into the case at 
all previous trials, that an effort to 
continue this condition has been made 
in the selection’ of the venire of 200 
men summoned from Harrison county, 
and that the defendant could not obtain 
justice at the hands of a jury composed 
entirely of political opponents, 

It has been argued that it is reasona- 
ble «0 suppose that the twelve men 
ultimately selected to try the case would 
all be déemocrats. For this 
counsel for 
drawn from Harrison 
Testimony introduced to sustain 
sels view was ineffectual until 
was forthcoming as to the 
character of those sections of Harrison 
county from which the véniremen were 
summoned, which demonstrated that 
these precincts were largety democratic, 
so much so as ot create a suspicion, 
whether well or ill founded, that un- 
due influence had been usef in direct- 
ing the deputy sheriffs yrom Scott coun- 
ty toward these democratic precincts, 

Created a Sensation. 

The weight of testim ny introdiiced 
exonerated the sheriff of Scott county 
and his deputies, but the results of their 
work in Harrison county led the court 
to the expression of an opinion that cre- 
ated a sensation. In eustatning the 
motion. of. the defense Special Judge 
Morris, an ardent democrat, and an ap- 
pointee of Governor Beckham, said: 

“The proof indicates that the dem- 
ocratic majority in Harvison county

He acknowledged that the home. s0- 
ciety had been somewhat neglegent of 
the south, and was now disposed: to 
atone for past neglect by making a prop- 
osition which, while being a proof of 
its genuine interest in the south, 
would, at the same time, = gstimu- 
late the members in Georgia to renewed 
efforts. He stated that the American 
Christian Missionary Society would re- 
turn to Georgia every dollar contributed 
to its funds and, further, would under- 
take to add a dollar for every dollar 
Sent, up to $2,000.

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Advertising Man Dies of Heat 
Failure in Chicago, 


BORN IN ATHENS IN 1855 


Calvin Nichols, Who Died Yester- 
.'day, Had Represented The Con- 
stitution in West for Many 
Years—Marvelous Success 
in Securing Business. 


Calvin C. Nichols, of the advertising 
firm of Nichols & Holliday, western 
representatives of The Atlanta Consti- 
tution, is dead. . Death came suddenly 
at Chicago at midnight Tuesday. With 
him at the time of his death were 
Charles G. Atkinson, of The Atlanta 
Journal; George H. Ely, of the Fuller 
Advertising Agency of Chicago, and 
John Branham, of the Nashville Amer. 
ican, all close personal friends of the 
deceased. 

Mr. Nichols’ death was due to heart 
trouble. For the past few months he 
had been in delicate health, but his in- 
domitable energy kept him busy when 
really he should have giveg up work 
for a time.

vertising man in the south. He had 
friends by the score Ip all parts of the 
country and his success in securing 
business was something marvelous. 

News of Mr. Nichols’ sudden death 
received in Atlanta through the 
medium of a telegram from Dr. Miller, 
a friend of many years standing. De- 
tails were meager. 

Sketch of His Life. 

Calvin Christopher Nichols was born 
Athens, Ga., in 1855 and was raised 
educated there until he was 20 
years old. His father was John R. 
Nichols, a highly respected planter 
who owned a farm at Gum Springs, in 
Clarke county. . 

Wien he was about 20 years of age 
he came to Atlanta and called on 
Flenry W. Grady and sought employ- 
ment on Grady’s farm paper, The 
Southern Farm. Mr. Grady was im- 
pressed with his earnestness and abil- 
ity to argue and gave him employment. 
For three years ne was in charge of 
the advertising of this magazine and 
made it a phenomenal success. 

During these years he was closely 
associated with' Mr. Grady, who gave 
him letters of introduction to the most 
prominent men in the country and 
soached him generally. Mr. Grady was 
always exceedingly fond of Mr. Nich- 
ols and numerous times marveled at 
his ability in securing contracts. Quite 
frequently, when a splendid edition of 
The Southern Farm was gotten off, 
Grady would say to his business usso- 
clates: 

“That fellow Nichols is a wonder. 
The only thing that worries me is, how 
do you suppose he can do the same 
thing- next time?’ 

As time went on, 
strated his ability 
captivate Mr. arady.

He advocated in 
the strongest language the inaugura- 
tion throughout the United States of 
a thoroughly organized system of in- 
termediate or high school agricultural 
education, by districts arranged ac- 
cording to population, character of 
soil and other physical characteristics, 
the federal government furnishing the 
principal support for the system. Mr. 
Hays was heard with marked atten- 
tion and his address made a most de- 
cided impression. 

Conferred With Commissioners. 

During the afternoon he had in con- 
ference with him each one of the com- 
missioners of the southern States, in 
order to thoroughly familiarize him- 
self at first hand with the conditions 
prevailing in the different states. In 
the: course of the afternoon he accu- 
mulated a large fund of information, 
which was. transferred to maps and 
blanks, that will be of value to the de- 
partment in its future operations. 

Secretary Hays is prevented by an 
engagement in Washington from at- 
tending the reception given this @ven- 
ing by Governor Ansel, in honor of 
the association, and returned to Wash- 
ington at 7 p. m. 

At the afternoon session the report 
of the committee on tick extermina- 
tion and live stock sanitation .was 
presented by Dr. Tate Butler, of North 
Carolina. The report recommended an 
appropriation of $500,000 by the fed- 
eral government for carrying on this 
work, stating that the present appro- 
priatiqn was too small and the area 
covered by the government representa” 
tives too large to materially affect the 
pest.

Books of standard reference on all subjects in the academic and indus- 
trial courses afford the students assistance which would otherwise be lack- 
ing, or for which they would be compelled to depend on other libr#fies at a 
distance and not easy of access.

TIED UP BY A STRIKE. 


Traffic Stopped on One of Longest 
Lines in India. 

Calcutta, November 20.—Traffic on the 
East Indian railway, 2,165 miles long. 
and the second largest line in India, is 
rapidly becoming paralyzed by a strike. 
The trouble originated with the eng!i- 
neers, 'who are almost entirely Euro- 
peans, and yesterday and today great 
numbers of natives, belonging to the 
traffic staff, joined in the movement. The 
most important section of the road, from 
falcutta to Allahabad, ts practically 
tied up and already six thousand passen- 
gers are stranded at Asansol, Bengal, 
the junction of the East Indian and the 
Bengal-Napur railroad, where the 
strikers are threatening violence. 

The jute mills are seriously affected 
by the strike. 

The strike at present is specially se- 
rious in view of the famine conditions, 
which are becoming daily more wide- 
spread, necessitating the immediate 
transportation of relief supplies.

When asked about the matter Mr. Ar- 
nold stated that he deplored any publi- 
cation of the matter, but since it seem- 
ed .to be public property anyway, he 
would admit that Fitzsimmons had been 
to see him in reference to an indict- 
ment for criminal libel, Fitzsimmons 
Stating to him that he undefstood some- 
one thad made affidavit to the effect 
that Fitzsimmons and Jehnsen, also a 
Tech player suspended, were playing 
on the Tech team for a monthly salary 
or other consideration. The solicitor 
said that he could not make a case 
under this statement of facts, unless he 
knew that such an affidavit had been 
made, that he would have to have the 
affidavit or copy to base the aceusation 
on. And this affidavit Fitzsimmons 
was unable to produce, stating that, 
according to his information, it was in 
the hands of Professor Holmes, of Ma- 
econ, 

Fitzsimmons came not only in his own 
behalf, but in that of Johnson also. 
With him it seemed to we purely a per- 
sonal matter, as he appeared to resent 
most the charge that he was playing 
for money, in that it was an attack on 
his character.

A libel is a malicious defamation, expressed 
either by printing or writing or signs, pictures 
or the like tending to blackén the memory 
of one who is dead or the honesty, virtue, in- 
tegrity, or reputation of one who ifs alive, and 
thereby expose him to public hatred, -con- 
tempt or ridicule. Every person convicted of 
this offense shall be punished as for a mis- 
demeanor.

The market opened firm at an advance of 
12@16 points on higher Liverpool cabres, buli- 
ish private estimates of the crop and re- 
‘ports that wet weather in the central belt 
Was damaging unpicked cotton. There was 
heavy realizing at the advance, but offerings 
were pretty well absorbed, and after some 
little irregularity the market ruied quiet and 
Sieaiy. She close was steady in ione and 
within 3 or 4 points of the best. Sentiment 
seemed to be a little more favorable to the 
inarket, owing to. the smaller estimates of 
the crop recently circulated and the bull 
claims of continued firmness in the interior 
Market of the south. General business was 
resricted, no doubt, by uncertainty regarding 
the action of the revision committee for the 
ciose tonight, and as to the showing of the 
census report expected early tomorrow, Lacal 
Statisticians are estimating that the census 
report’ will show about 7,600,000 bales ginned 
to November 14, against 8,580,000 to the same 
date last year and think such a showing 
would indicate a crop of under 12,000,000 
bales. 

Receipts at the ports today 54,826, against 
66,204 jast week, and 68,066 iast year, For 
the week 340,000 bales, against $64,248 last 
week, and 412,949 \iast year.

R. Larmour Neill and Weil Bros. 
Give Figures on Cotton Crop. 
New Orleans, November 20.—R. Larmour 


Nefll makes his estimate of the cotton crop 
of 1907-08 at 11,395,000 as follows:

Mr. Neill gives some of his reasons for the 
a@bove conclusions. He says in part: 

“It is well to remember that a wet spring, 
and dry, hot fali are inimical to a large 
yield. My October estimate of the crop of 
1908 was 10,835,000. Had I then had the 
courage of my convictions, it would have 
been 10,300,000; which figures 1 adopted some 
months later. Several of the. characteristics 
of.the present crop forcibly remind me of 
what I saw that year. 

‘The general appearance 
unusually green and flourishing: I saw no 
Fust, and the plant is comparatively large. 
However, an examination of the fields in the 
Aflantic states and Alabama revealed very 
defective ‘stands,’ a poor top crop and much 
premature opening. The plant, except in low 
epote, had quite finished ‘making,’ and car- 
ried no small bolle. As for blooms, I could 
have ‘put in my hat’ ajl I saw on my whole 
trip. Such conditions render the date of a 
general killing frost of comparatively small 
importance, except to the late planted cotton 
(of which I saw a good deal), and to cotton 
in-the river bottoms. 

“The cold spring necessitated much _ re- 
planting: and doubtless much defective seed 
was used, whilst the shedding and prema- 
dure opening result from the hot and dry 
weather at the end of August and early 
September. The bottom and middle crop be- 
ing on the whole pretty good, these states 
should beat last year’s yield."’

Covering by Shorts Caused a Slight 
Rally at Midday — There Was 
Some Liquidation Late in 
the Day — Gossip of 
Wall Street. 


New York, November 20.—There was not 
the consistent weakness in the stock mar- 
ket today that was so conspicuous yester- 
day, but the course of prices was uncertain 
and fluctuating all day. Liquidation of the 
*special kind that was in evidence yesterday 
was suspended for a time today. The per- 
ception of this fact prompted some covering 
of shorts put out during the decline, hence 
the midday rally in the market. ‘There was 
sume recurrence of liquidation late in the 
day. The easier tone of the market for call 
money in the last day or two does not serve 
45 agsurance against such exigencies on the 
occasion of the maturity of time loans. The 
Whole problem of maturities of outstanding 
loans obligations offers somewhat formida- 
ble possibilities for speculative conjecture 
especially in view of the conviction that 
nearly every universal indulgence has been 
shown during the period of practical paraly- 
Sis of credit from which business hag suf- 
fered. The ultimate outcome, when the busl- 
nots body begins to feel the currents of lite 
circulate again, and when, in consequence, 
the liquidation must be renewed, is the sub. 
jJect of solicitude. It has been suggested 
that some of the occasional liquidation of 
securities has come from savings banks 
which have placed the allowed period on ‘the 
withdrawal] of deposits, but to which notice 
of intended withdrawals will expire from 
time to time. The New York savings banks 
report, however, that a large proportion of 
Such notices already have been revoked, and 
that new deposits are coming in  iarge 
amounts. The development of the day 
which was least liked, was the renewed rise 
in the premium on currency and the result- 
ing signs of disorder in the foréign exchange 
market. The demand which lifted the pre- 
mium again to be quite general, coming from 
widely different points and not due to any 
specia] need, Discounts rose in the London 
markets and the continued withdrawals of 
gold from that market seemed to be viewed 
with some disquietude. The impression grew 
that obstacles might be found to the placing 
of the United States treasury one year 3 per 
cent certificates, from which so much was 
hoped in the breaking of the deadlock. The 
extent to which bids were coming in for the 
certificates, and the reports: of the many 
questions raised by bankers concerning the 
terms and the privileges of the issue, fostered 
the impression of lack of smoothness itn plac- 
ing it. The postponement of dividend action 
the Atlantic Coast Line stock caused some 
special weakness in the southern group. The 
calling of loans by the banks, which ran 
call loan rate up to 15 per cent, was at- 
tributed in some quarters to preparation by 
the bankg for subscriptions to the United 
States treasury certificates. The effect was 
to weaken the whole market again.
